Hon. Mr. Ebert* replied: (1.1 10ft; V-)

Mr. Cotton asked the premier: Hi* 
the government redgtv*d any commun.- 
cation from the Dominion government 
in regard to the question whether ;t to 
iu the Interest of the Dominion for it 
come within the proviaiuP* of thi?

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the message of Bis Honor the 
lJ*Utcnant-Goverbor <»f 30th March, 
transmitting for reconsiderstioo bill No. 
30# intituled “An Act to Incorporate the 
Ashcroft and Cariboo Railroad Com¬ 
pany." Mr. Booth in the chair. 

Tho amendment* proponed l»y Hi* 
Honor for the consideration of the com¬ 
mittee were: To in*ert between the 
word* “standard”’ and “gauge." in the 
second line of section 2, tin* words “or 
narrow.*' To add at the end of section 
10 the following: “Provided, that fail¬ 
ure to construct the whole of th.* worn* 
authorized by this Act within such time 
limit shall not optrfate so us to cause a 
forfeiture, or in any manner affect the 
terms of the charter, or the powers, 
right* and iwivilegcs 'hereby conferred, 
a* to the part constructed within such 
period. but the same shall Ik* deemed to 
lx* tiie work authorised by thi* act."

UU1NKRE LABOR. 

The house then went into committee 
on the Cariboo Gold Field* hill, Captain 
Irving iu the chair. There was consid¬ 
erable discussion on the question of Jn- 
nerting thi* antl-Chlnom* clause in rid* 
hill, which was moved by Mr. Forster, 
the minister* opposing the proposition 
strongly. 

Mr. Walkem, coming from n district 
which felt so strongly on this subject, 
(•aid*' hi* views could readily be under¬ 
stood; still he liked eotaaistency' In tlu* 
matter, and he spoke of members of the 
house who were uiwuyi anxious to iw*»o 
iu tlu* bouse and in public as anti-Chi¬ 
nese. vet were employing them iu many 
ways in their private affair*.

Hon. Mr. Pooley mi id he hml always

This com¬ 
pany. he said, we* asking for no espee- 
1*1 or extra privileges, and it would he 
on just, after the promoter* had spent 
a large sum of money without any re¬ 
strictions, to now impose those restric¬ 
tions. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts also objected to the 
clause being inserted. 

Mr. Hunter had heard that the prte 

m. der* of this hill had made a con¬ 
tract in Victoria to employ Uhiti<*s<* la¬ 
bor on that work for ten years, and lie 
asked, if that were true, what cff<>c-t 
the insertion in tin* bill of such a clause 
would have on the contract 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said that if such a 
contract existed he knew nothing about 
it: in* did not know Hint the niemto*r 
for fomox (M- Hunter) had any busi¬ 
ness to make such a suggestion, a* it 
really tended to poison the minds of the 
member* of the legislature. Frcm the 
urtu in which it came from the hon. 
member, one would imagine that he did 
not believe what lie said. It was a very 
dangerous suggestion to make, although 
Mr. Ebert* firmly believed that socli 
was not the fact. 


Mr. Cotton hoped, for the sake of nil 
concerned, that the matter would be 
most positively contradicted. It would 
certain!} Ik* u very serious thing if it 
should turn out tluit the promoter* of 
thi* bill, having made such a contract, 
should ionic Ih* fore the bouse nuking | 
for the privileges sought in thi* bill. In , 
any case he would vote against the bill , 
unless it contained such a clause. 

Mr. Forster felt that, whether the 
lion, .member for ConiOX *ai;l it for a [ 
fact or not, such «u contract might Ik* j 
made. 

I Ion. Mr. Eberts weuW not have it ; 
thought for a moment tluit the govern- j 
ment. having a knowledge »>f such a 
contract, would introduce suth n mens- j 
lire. He hoped the committee would | 
rake hi* word for it that such was not i 
t he • •* *e. 

Mr Mtoddart Islieved that a contract 
hml been let by tliene people to Chinese 
to build a ditch; that ditch had not 
been finished yet, and therefore lie 
thought it only right tluit tin* commit* 
should insert the provision in tlii* 
c la us** that it should not affect work* 
at present in progress.

In tlielr case, It Is evident that the King 
nnd hla minister simply carried on a re 
lentlesH purpose, which had been thelrw 
from the beginning—namely, to couquer. 
by force, every organisation which. In any 
way threatened lo become the rival of tin* 
kingly power; while the means nnd the In¬ 
struments adopted were often of tho most 
contemptible kind. One of the chief 
charges against the Abbott of Colchester 
dyns that he bad somewhere said, that “If 
the Thames were tilled with gold nnd sil¬ 
ver, It would not satisfy the avarice of 
the King.’ and If pith the King's nvnrlcc 
we are to eolinie that of hla courtier*, 
hungry for their abbey lands, the remark 
wa* scarcely an exaggeration. The letters 
are full of significant notes like the fol¬ 
lowing. written to Cromwell by Sir Rich¬ 
ard Fay ton, with regard to the Rlshop of 
Loudon:—“He has declared that he owes 
the King but £500 In ready money: men 
think he has more. His plate Is good ami 
bl* carpets also.” Two days afterwards 
Cromwell received the report of his three 
messengers sent dow to “peruse” the mon¬ 
astery at Rending, the resnlt of which per¬ 
usal Is ucorishlerable Inventory of tapes¬ 
tries, vestments, nnd gold ami silver plate, 1 
the latter, weighing 2.64ft ounces. when ! 
Layton and his companions reached Gins- 1 
JOllbury, they are amazed at* the splendor 
or the place. "The house Is great, goodly, 
nnd so princely as we have not seen the 
like, with four parks adjoining, the fur¬ 
thest but four miles from the bouse;" but 
the moults bad hidden much of their plate, 
and Faytou had to recover It by diltgcut 
Inquiry and search. This offence of con- 
ceullng tho plate was easily Converted In¬ 
to one of "arrant robbery." and It was 
upon that charge that two of the monks 
were executed, though there sceius to have 
been some uncertainty as to whether the 
himself, “It weak oM man. and very 
sickly." was not dettuitely charge*I with 
treason. Marl line, the French Ambassador, 
wrote to bn master that be “could learn 
po particular* of whnt tho Abbots were 
charge*! with." but neither charge nor 
proof mattered very much. We have hero 1 
a paper In Cromwell's own handwriting, 
one of those he called "Remembrances." 
or "Memoranda." as follows, showing that 
there was to be no boomum about guilty 
or not guilty, and that, not only the trial, 
but the result of It, waa clearly determined 
before hand—"The Abbot Reuyng isle) to 
be Rent down to be tried and executed. -ft 
Red .ring, with hla accomplice*. Similarly 
th> Abbot of Glastoii at Glaaton." Then, 
after naming the "councilor*’’ who are ! 
to manage the case, Cromwell proceed* 
“to see that the evldeuce !>e well sorted 
and the Indictment* well drawn.” The 
foreign affairs of the year are Inextricably 
mixed up with the arrangements for the | 
King’s marriage with Aune of Cleave*, a j 
marriage which wo* held to threaten the | 
Emperor, both generally and because 
Anne's brother, whom Charles used to call 1 
"M. de JuIIhc.” wa* thought to be there- 
by strengthening hi* claim to the Duchy 
of Gueldre*. One of the roost enterprlalng 
parts of the book deals with the embassy 
of that skilled diplomatist. Sir Tboiuus 
Wyatt, to both Charles and Francis on tbe 
occasion of their meeting, an embassy 'n 
which the ambassador, to hi* own satis¬ 
faction contrived to make the Emperor 
show hi* hand very plainly. Nothing I* 
more amusing than the Instruction* given 
to Wyatt by Cromwell, which reads more 
l'ek the Stage directions of a playwright 
than the *erU»u* orders of a statesman. We 
have already remarked tliat the meeting 
was exceedingly distasteful to the English 
King and Id* council, and yet Wyatt Is 
bidden "to signify how much the King re¬ 
joices at their accord, which Is so accept¬ 
able to God and so necessary to men;” 
and tbe instructions proceed: "In doing 
this Wyatt ami Talt shall, by their coun¬ 
tenances. express their Joy." Such pass¬ 
age*. nnd they are many, show ns not only 
what diplomacy wa* In those day*, but 
how the authority, or rather the de«|Kitlsm 
of Henry, wa* made to cover every action 
of hi* subjects. In fact, one could hardly 
•urn up this calendsi better than by say¬ 
ing that It coutiruMi. In every particular, 
all that ha* ev«*r been said about the tyr- 
anuy of Henry. He may have been right 
or wrung, hi* autocracy may have been 
necessary or not. but that It was a fact 
Is proved beyond nil question by document* 
Ilk** these.—London Time*.

es of temperature. Vertically tbe ocean 
may hi* divided Into the superficial region, 
extending down lo about 100 fathoms, and 
the deep *e*. The surface region, especi¬ 
ally near tbe land, has a variety of con¬ 
dition* and an ahundnnt fauna nnd flora; 
Put plant life Is abnent In tbe uniform con¬ 
ditions of the deep sen. although animal 
Ilf* b» abundant. The warm surface water* 
of the tropics have many species, hut rel¬ 
atively few Individual*, while the reverse 
U true in colder regions.

Queen Victoria’s luggage, which was 
sent from Windsor castle to Nice, was 
nil la lulled “Countess of Balmoral.”

For many 
years the queen has given up appearan¬ 
ces aud gone in for comfort, nod for¬ 
eigner* no longer expect to see the 
“Countess of Balmoral" in professional¬ 
ly royal attire. Her loyal subjects sigh 
sometimes over those black gowns and 
bonnets which Victoria wears <m the 
continent, n* well as at home. Since the 
prime consort's dentil his august widow 
has worn but two toilets benefitng her 
rank. One of these was worn at the 
Tlmnksgvlng service at St. Paul’s in 
celebration of the Prince of Wales* res- 
toration to health. It consisted of a 
rich lil-ck silk, with trimmings of er¬ 
mine. The other toilet was donned for 
the jubilee service iu Westminster 
abbey*1)1 1KH7. and was a complete cos¬ 
tume of black ami white matin, with 
prieefess bice amt diamonds. With these 
these two exceptions Victoria has clung 
to black bombasine* and crepe bonnets. 

Paderewski was a struggling music 
teacher long before any one discovered 
ids talent.

“You must allow me to send yoU 
home in my carriage,” Paderewski re¬ 
plied: “Madame, my «arri&»r is st the 
door." That evening was the turning 
liolut in his fortunes. 

Bismarck hates to he stared »t. “It 
is not very pleasant to have sn opera 
glass levelled at you at fourteen 
ur a revolver at four," he says. But he 
doe* not object in the least to inter¬ 
views. “I refused myself to three dtp* 
lonmts,” he. sail I one day. “but I re¬ 
ceived Ike Journalists.

Poezisno, I 
the vast limning estate Knight bv the 
tuition ns a present to Victor Emmati* | 
net 8luce corning to the throne Hum¬ 
bert has practised the moot generous 
ftdf-denial. Nevertheless the Italian* 
have not a particle of enthusiasm for 
their king. The tliuiuilintion of Home 
on his last birthday wa* a dismal fail¬ 
ure. HU appearance is greeted with an 
indifference incompatible with the Ital¬ 
ian character. On the whole. King 
Humbert Is not unprepared for the fu¬ 
ture which may realise the warning or 
Sig. CrlspI: “Italy does not ueed the 
house of Savoy.”

LORD PALMERSTON’S PROPHECY 

In the “Review of Missions." Dr. J. 
II. McNeilly. of Nashville. Peon., tells 
of a proidiecy made by Lord Palmer¬ 
ston more than fifty years ago. The 
present disturbed state of international 
affairs indic-nte that the Euglish states¬ 
man looked into the future not without 
judgment. At a private Innquet ami in 
u speech not before printed be said that 
before the close of the nineteenth cen¬ 
to ry tbe most gigantic war in the an¬ 
nals of the world would 1 m* pro ipirated 
nu the nation*, in tbot war it would not 
be a struggle for territory nor for mere* 
commercial advantage*; but it won 1*1 be 
a contest of ideas, of opposing princi¬ 
ples. It would be a conflict between 
absolutism and constitutional govern¬ 
ment: between despotism and liberty— 
whether the people should rule or 
the will of one niau <*c class should be 
the law. Iu that re inflict, said he. Ritu¬ 
al a. by the necessities of the case, must 
lead the forces of absolutism, and most 
of the organized governments of Eur¬ 
ope will support her. The Czar stand s 
for i»ersonal authority in its baldest 
form. By a like necessity England must 
lead the force* for constitutional free¬ 
dom. for civil and religious liberty. He 
sadly confessed that his own country 
had often been untrue to her ideal*, had 
often been unscrupulous and oppressive 
in advancing ber interests, yet wher¬ 
ever she had gone she had established 
ber rule there and carried free institu¬ 
tions. and had given to conquered peo¬ 
ple the benefits of her own civilization 
a* fully ami rapidly a* they eouhl re¬ 
ceive them. , She established order and 
administered justice a retire ling to law. 
He then said, with great solemnity: “In 
that terrible conflict I believe that lib¬ 
erty will win: bat England standing 
almost alone among the nations of Eur¬ 
ope, will be pressed aud strained beyond 
any past exp eri e nc e . Her resources will 
Ik* tried tn the utmost, ntul if in her ex¬ 
tremity she cannot reach forth her baud 
to her mighty daughter beyond the At¬ 
lantic and receive nelp and encourage¬ 
ment. then woe to the hopes of tfie 
world for civil and religion* liberty. If 
the forces of freedom be uot united, 
ruin is certain."

The two 
part* are joined In the middle by a 
splendid ruby, to which are attached 
five diamonds in the form of n crow. 
Bcride* the crown, the most remark¬ 
able. is the sceptre, executed in accord¬ 
ance with the order* of the Cssr Foal 
for hi* corowtjOD in April, 1707. 

Its chief value 1* due to the historical 
diamond Orioff, This celebrated gem, 
about the size of n pigeon’* egg. ha* it* 
tale of romance, intrigue und crime, 
which places it alongside the Kobiicr 
for dramatic interest, while for size and 
beauty it hold* a first rank among Eu¬ 
ropean diamonds. It once constItitied 
one of the eyes of a famous idol from 
which It was plundered by a French de¬ 
serter aud sold to an English son cats* 
tain; from him it passed to a lsmdon 
Jew, who offered it for sole to the Em¬ 
press of Russia. The Empress, how 
ever, considered the price asked for it 
too high. It was afterward* bough* by 
Prince Orioff for 2.00IMNIO francs. 'I be 
intent of nobility was also conferred 
upon the merchant, and an annual pen¬ 
sion of 2,000 rubles awarded to him.
